New ‘Records In Destruction 


ce 

Protests against prevailing rates of taxation are universal in all countries 
today, and, whereas in former times public pressure was brought to bear on 
Governments to embark on huge expenditures for this and that undertaking, 
in these latter days deputations are waiting on Governments urging the 
stricfest economy in expenditure and demanding that steps be taken to re- 
duce taxation. 

But while urging Governments, as representative of all the people, to 
talkin steps to reduce taxation, citizens in their individual capacity continue 
to neglect the taking of steps which would have a very proncunced effect in 
reducing the indirect load of taxation imposed upon them. 

Consider just the one item of fire insurance. The rates charged the 
pubiie for fire insurance depend, in the long run, on the fire loss. If people 
are careless, if proper precautions against fire are not,taken, and the fire 
loss throughout the country is heavy, the inevitable result is, not only the 
losses sustained which are not covered by insurance, but an advance in rates 
by the insurance companies. 

According to the Financial Post, fire insurance companies as a whole, 
operating in Canada, made no money last year. In short, the amount col- 
lected in premiums was not sufficient to meet the losses sustained and pro- 
vide costs of efficient administration. So far this year the ratio has been 
even higher, and the first quarter of the year promises to show a considerable 
loss. . ; 
vy The president of the Western Canada Mutual Fire Association submitted 
figures to the recent meeting in Winnipeg showing that average fire losses 
paid by the farmers’ mutual fire insurance companies of Western Canada hare 
quadrupled during the last four years. Prior to the war the average losses 
amounted to about $300,000, but in 1923 losses totalled $1,100,000, although the 
amount of insurance carried had declined. by ten million dollars. While 
the Asosciation had been able to meet all losses, they had not been able to 
add anything to their reserve fund during the past three years, and to meet 
the situation created by these heavy lossey the assessments were raised. 

Thus at a time when the demand is for reduced expenditures and taxa- 
tion, Gur farmers and people generally are being taxed more for protection 
against fire losses. The companies cannot be blamed for increasing rates 
because they must take care of fire losses. People can only honestly place 
the blame in one place, and that is upon their own carelessness and failure 
to observe absolutely essential precautions against fire. 

Figures just published of fire losses in the United States show that in 
1922 a new high record of destruction was established. The 1922 figure 
reached the enormous total of $506,541,000, as compared with $206,438,900 in 
1912, a more than 100 per cent. increase in ten years. 

American citizens complain of their personal income tax, yet their fire 
losses in 1922 were millions of dollars greater than the total of personal ijn- 
come taxes. The United States fire loss was only slightly less than the total 
expenditure of that country on all forms of national defence. 

Of the known originating causes which combined to establish this new 
fire record, fully four-fifths were preventible. The careless use of matches 
and smoking was responsible for the largest loss attributable to any one 
cause, While defective chimneys and flues came second, stoves, furnaces, etc.,

Within Select Bacon Class 

A change has been made, recently in 
the welghts of hogs grading as select. 
‘According 10 the new standard, hogs 
‘to come within this class will weigh 
170 to 220 pounds, off cars at stock- 
‘yards, or 180 to 230 pounds, fed and 
watered, at stockyards or local ship- 
ping points. To come within this 
select bacon class, the hog must have 
‘length of side. ‘The standard length 
fof the ideal “Wiltshire” is 86 Inches 
jfrom neck to knuckle bone. The hog 
‘should be of uniform depth with trim, 
‘straight underline; the head should 
be of medium length with a slightly 
{dished face, broad forehead, and rath- 
‘er small firmly attached erect ears

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WHAT MAKES A GOOD SOLDIER? 


Please note the word “good.” There 
are soldiers and soldiers, but the best 
kind is the good kind who never 
brings shame to his regiment. 

A story is told of a “parson in 
arms” who enlisted as a private be- 
cause he loved -the boys. He lived 
a fine clean-cut life of inspiration, be- 
came a captain and went over the top. 

When the roll call took place after 
the battle there was no answer to his 
name, but Jater he was found with 
his forehead pierced by a bullet. Just 
before he charged he said, “Boys, we 
are about to charge. Commit your: 
selves to your Saviour. If you die 
it will be well; if you live it will be 
well.” 

He was a good soldier and a good 
man. 

First. We remembers the honour 
of the regiment is jn his care. Some 
people call that “esprit de corps,” 
which is the French way of describ- 
ing the spirit that enters into and fills 
a body of men. 

It is that spirlt that makes the 
character of any collection of people. 
In your home, in your school, in your 
church, {n your club, in your class, in 
your country, there is a hidden spirit, 
just as your soul is hidden in your 
body. - 

To keep that spirit strong and noble 
is the ambition of every loyal person, 
and to do anything that spoils it hurts 
the school or the club or the home. 

Now, a good soldier wants to keep 
the spirit of his company high. His 
question should be what kind of a 
company will this be if everybody was 
like me? And after all, it is what 
all are Hike that makes the real char- 
acter of the whole. 

Then second: A good soldier list- 
ens to the commands. 

There are three leading commands. 


(a) “Attention.” That means keep 
yourself ready; put your heart and 
head into your work. It is the same 
thought that is often written on the 
corner of the streets where the cars 
cross. “Stop, look, Hsten.” Get 
your mind on the job, and make it 
thorough! 

(b) “Eyes front.’ Why does the 
soldier keep his eyes looking straight 
forward? Simply because — side 
glances spoil attention. To keep 
looking around distracts, a word that 
means “draws apart.” Instead of 
looking at one place, the eyes look 
everywhere and see nothing distinct- 
ly. 
(c) “Obedience.” Just. think of a 
company with no discipline, where 
every man does as he pleases, and 
where ordersemay be followed or may 
not. Do you suppose the glorious 
Canadian army could have followed 
the barrage at Vimy if they had not 
been trained to obey orders? 

The good soldier is under orders and 


“Theirs not to make reply, 
Theirs nol to reason why.” 
They are to take the order and carry 
it out and the objective is won. 

Then third: After all the training, 
the good soldier adopts four attitudes 

(a) Ready for inspection. Tow 
the boys used to hate polishing but- 
tons and smoothing puttees and 
brushing up, but it was all good and 
necessary. It made the soldier who 
could pass muster and who showed 
eare for himself and the appearance 
of his regiment. 

Are you ready for inspection? — It 
takes place. Would you like to think 
that the Great Inspector of life ds 
looking at you, and if He does, could 
you stand that look? What about your 
thoughts? If the full Nght were turn- 
ed on, would you like them to shine 
out just as they are? A good soldier 
{s never afraid of being looked at. 

(b) “Semper paratus.” = When you 


get to the high school you will learn |- 


that that means “always ready.” 

When I was a little boy T used to 
love to watch the parade of the Tenth 
Royal Grenadiers, and when I hear 
yet the band play “Lhe Grenadiers’ 
March,” I can still feel the thrill of 
that wonderful regiment. Their 
motto on their crests and on their 
flags {s, “Semper paratus.”  What- 
ever comes or goes; whatever orders 
are given; whatever work jis to be 
done; we are ready.

(c) “Carry on.” That means, push 
the job through. In rain or shine, in 
camp or trench, in defeat or victory, 
keep a-going. The war is not yours. 
It belongs to your country and winning 
it depends on no one giving in. 

(d) “Over the top.” That is the 
end of it all. All the drill, all the 
discipline, all the training, all the 
marching, all the weapons; even all 
the rest times are to issue in the final 
charge. 

The war is not for fun. It is des- 
perately in earnest. It is meant to 
attack the enemy and wrest victory 
from him. 

We all have sometime or other to 
come out into the open; out of the 
dugouts and trenches into the front 
firing line, and then over no man’s 
land into the lines of the enemy. 

Girls and boys, your battle is ahead 
of you. Now is the time to géet 
ready. You are in the training camp. 
Home and school, and even street, are 
part of it. Would you like to be 
ready for it all? Do you not think 
the end is worth all the toil? 

Enrol to-day; listen to the orders; 
undergo the hard toil; be a good sol- 
dier; take the oath and live for it! 

Many years ago every youth in an- 
cient Athens, as soon as was old 
enough, took a great oath. Here it 
is: 

‘T will not dishonour my sacred 
arms. I will not desert my Tellow- 
soldier, by whose side I may be set. 
I will leave my country greater and 
not less than when she is committed 
to me. TI will reverently obey the 
laws which have Been established, and 
{n time to come, shall be established 
by the judges. T will not forsake 
the temples where my fathers wor- 
shipped, Of these things the gods 
are my wilnesses.” 

This fs a fine oath for such early 
times, and filled with the modern 
Christian spirit. If you will take it, 
it will make of you a good soldier.

Bobby Leach Would Go Over Niagara 
Falls In a’ Rubber Ball 


Bobby Leach, who went over the 
Horse Shoe’Falls in a steel barrel on 
July 25, 1911, has announced that he 
is negotiating with a rubber company 
for the manufacture of a rubber ball 
in which he plans to make a trip over 
the falls early next June. Prior to 
the fall trip, Leach says he will. make 
three parachute leaps from the upper 
steel arch bridge on successive Sun- 
days. 

The ball will be of the thickness ot 
an ordinary large automobile tire and 
will have a hammock inside in which 
he will recline, Leach said. He plans 
.to have the ball, with himself as pas- 
senger in the water a few hundred 


[feet above the falls on the Canadian 


He believes that the ball will 
clear the great plunge of water and 
will land safely in the river below. 


Leach has altracted attention by 


daring feats about the falls for sev-| 


eral years. In addition to going over
